funds under their control for such purpose, did agree with
J. P. Bushnell & Co., that they prepare-and publish for such
purpose, agreeing on their part to recommend the payment
thereof by the general assembly, and

WaerEeas, Said J. P. Bushnell & Co., relying upon such
agreement and recommendation, did prepare, publish and
distribute the said pamphlets as set forth in the communica-
tion from the state executive council, and as the publication
and distribution of said pamphlets entitled, ‘‘Iowa Resources
and Industries,” did result in much good to the state of Iows,
and did greatly aid in maintaining her credit at the world’s
exposition, therefore
